F. A. Lucas of the Brooklyn Insti­ 
tute museum, writing to Science on

says: “So far as I am aware, no satis­ 
factory reason lias been advanced for 
the swallow ing of stones by seals, and 
this statem ent may probably be ex­ 
tended to other animals. 
“They are not taken in for ballast, 
for the empty seals keep down as eas­ 
ily as the others; they are not swal­ 
lowed for ilit* purpose of grinding up 
food. for they occur in the stomachs 
of nursing pups; th ey ar** not to al­ 
lay th** irritation caused by parasitic 
worms sine** th** two are by no means 
found together; they ar** not taken in 
with food, not merely because they 
ar** found in the stomachs of young 
seals, but in those adults that have 
fed on squid caught in the open sea. 
On page 68 volume IIL, ‘Report of Fur 
Seal Investigation.’ it says: 
“ ’It is evident that these things are 
ro t swallowed haphazard, but are se­ 
lected with considerable 
care 
from 
among the articles strewn along the 
i shore, and that a preference is exhib- 
D e tied the Goddess Pele 


on. undaunted.

In the cooking of 
both th*' chestnut and the potato by 
baking the effect is much th** same as 
by boiling; the natural w ater of the 
nut and of the tuber is p artly expelled 
as steam which swells or cooks the 
starchy particles. 
Chestnuts lose but little of their nu­ 
tritive constituents when boiled, but 
they are best baked or roasted, as di­ 
etetically also is the potato. 
It is a 
pity that the chestnut is not appreci­ 
ated in this country as it is in France, 
where the peasantry And it a very 
sustaining and agreeable food. There 
ar** enormous quantities of food in 
the shape of chestnuts wasted in this 
country and yet it is a particularly 
economical form of food, for a given 
area of ground, it is stated, produces 
the maximum amount of food possible 
when it is planted with chestnut trees. 
And so the man with the chestnuts on 
his red-hot tea tray conveys a lesson 
which might be taken mer** seriously 
than it is. 


The 
chestnut contains less water, 
more proteid. more starch, more fat, 
but less mineral water than the po­ 
tato. 
The chestnut is. in fact, more 
nutritious than the potato, says the 
London Lancet, not because it con­ 
tains 
different 
constituents, but be­ 
cause weight for weight it contains a 
greater proportion of them. 
The de­ 
ficiency in fat is made up in the po­ 
tato by a pat of butter: in the chest­ 
nut there is already an important pro­ 
portion of fat. The chestnut, however, 
is the most digestible of nuts, be­ 
cause it does not contain an excess 
of fat. 
Most nuts contain between 50 anti 
♦*o per cent of fat. 
Both the chestnut 
and the potato provide a nutritive 
meal, rich in heat and energy giving 
material, and the starch in them is 
peculiarly easy of digestion. 
For rea­ 
sons already given, the chestnut is 
dietetically superior to the potato, es­ 
pecially if the latter be boiled, as in 
the process some of the nutrient ma-

Twenty one men were killed on duty 
in the railway mail service during that 
time. There were only four additional 
soldiers wounded so severely that they 
died or were obliged to leave th** serv­ 
ice on account of these wounds. 
In 
the railway mail service ninety men 
were seriously hurt while on duty, be 
sides the twenty-one men killed.

On their report that all is right, the 
dairyman, with his independent Alo 
and twenty-four cows, starts forward, 
and then the mountain steward, or 
pfauder gives the word, and all the 
small farmers who hold rights of pas­ 
ture for even one cow join the proces­ 
sion. 
The sheep and the goats are dealt 
with in the same way. 
The shepherd 
watching his sheep on the Bedell at 
Interlaken is a familiar sight. 
They 
must need be continually rounded up 
by Bob lest they stray on somebody 
else’s pastures. The goats run more or 
less wild. but generally assemble. 
It 
is suspected that many of th»m ara 
of chamois descent. 
The Swiss farmer seldom 
handles 
any money. Once a year. in the early 
fall, he attends the cattle market, 
lf 
it he in Melringen or Interlaken The 
town puts on holiday attire, and the 
streets are filled with little booths for 
the sale of various articles for house­ 
hold use and personal adornment. 
When the farmer makes a sale he 
buys foolishly from these displays and 
then deposits the rest of his money in 
the bank and tramps it home— possiMy 
all the way yodling the herdsmen’s 
songs, or “Kuhseigen." as they are 
calk d in the Swiss-German 
dialect. 
The Alpine yodel is well known. 


Making Swiss Cheese. 
The main product of 
the 
Swiss 
farmer is cheese, and it is manufac­ 
tured in the most primitive way. 
The milking begins at 5 o'clock in 
the morning. 
The milk is poured into 
a great copper caldron, curdled by 
rennet, and then put in a cloth and 
mould and then under a heavy and 
clumsy press. 
It is turned three or 
four times that day. and in the morn­ 
ing the cheeses are put in the store 
room and kept for months, each day 
being dipped in a strong salt bath. 
In 
the manufacture of this 
cheese 
it 
seems that the plebeian methods and 
the mingling of the pine smoke with 
the rennet and milk as it is heated in 
the kettle must have considerable to 
do with its strange taste—quite as 
much, I fancy, as the quality of tho 
hay and the flowers that are 
con­ 
sumed by the cows. 
The women are all hard workers. 
In the best class of Swiss peasant life 
the wives are not only good helpmeets 
but are careful in bringing up their 
children. 
Every 
one 
must 
attend 
school at some time in his yv,uth and 
all can read and write well. 
Every home is numbered and in­ 
sured by the government, which is 
very paternal and looks after its own 
domestic welfare with a surprising de­ 
gree of solicitude. 
The young girls 
begin as early as 12 years of age to lay 
by a little stock of linen and by the 
time they have reached marry ing iu*<* 
their dowry consists of hundreds of 
pieces of underclothing and bed linen. 
It is all stored away in t iaborately 
carved chests that are h Hided down 
from generation to g« nom tion.
